Matthew Peebles Heckerman died 
at his home in BedfordMonday morn- 
ing, December 3, 1916. The deceased 
was born in Huntingdon, Pa., July 
25, 1847. He was a son of Rev. 
jjenry Heckerman and Henrietta Au- 
rghenbaugh and came to Bedford with 
his* parents in 1850 when his father 
became

was teaching in the" public schools. 
In early youth he became a confirm- 
ed member of St. John's Reformed 
church and continued in its commun- 
ion until his death. In 1871 he was 
united in marriage with Miss Rebecca 
Haderman, of New Enterprise. The 
deceased is survived by his wife and 
four children, namely: Henry C., and 
Calton, of Bedford; Adam, of Port 
Royal, Pa.; Nevin, of Chattanooga, 
Tenn., and Ella, wife of Charles Hor- 
ton, of Huntingdon, Pa. 


Mr. Heckerman, famiarly known 
as "Dad," was for many years en- 
gaged in the drug business to which 
he succeeded his father. While con- 
ducting the drug store he also was 
agent for theAdams Express com- 
pany in Bedford for a number of 
years, and it was during twenty years 
of this period of his business life that 
he annually presented to the pastors 
of the different churches, at Christ- 
mas time a turkey. About 30 years 
ago, while still retaining an interest 
in the drug store, he be'came a trave- 
ling salesman and it is in this capaci- 
ty that the present generation know 
him to be one of the most energetic 
and successful salesmen on the road. 
He has perhaps traveled more miles, 
sold more goods to a larger number 
of merchants than any other man, 
during the same time, and selling a 
similar line of goods. If there was 
any one quality, which he possessed 
to a marked degree, it was his untir- 
ing energy and ability to sell goods. 
So&B^after taking to the road as a 
salesman he began to send a weekly 
letter to the Bedford GAZETTE and 
it was in this way that the younger 
generations were able to learn of his 
tireless life. He was endowed with 
the ability to catch things with the 
glance of the eye and to tell it in his 
letters with so much interest and un- 
derstanding. 
It was in one of these 
letters that he suggested "Old Home 
Week" to Bedford and to whom Bed- 
ford gives the credit for the biggest 
week she has ever had since Presi- 
deaf Washington and his troops were 
here in 1794, six months before she 
WAS incorporated as a borough. The 
deceased in his younger manhood was 
a member !of the Odd Fellows and of- 
ten regretted that through absence 
from home and a busy life on the 
road he had allowed himself to drop 
out.

DRIVERS IN AUTO RACES 


Smash-Up Marks Universal Auto Con- 


test at Uniontown. 


Gaston Weigel and Hughey Hughes 
were killed, Frank Galvin was prob- 
ably fatally injured and a number 
of other persons were less seriously 
hurt near the end of the universal 
trophy automobile race at the Union- 
town speedway late Saturday after- 
noon. Herbert Smith, a Pittsburgh 
newspaper man; Montgomery McCor- 
mick, a constable on duty at - the 
track, and Donald Beamer, a specta- 
tor were among the others who were 
injured. 


O"iers who were injured 
are 
Richard Adams and Edward F. Kov- 
el, of New York; Richard Spavin, of 
Pittsburgh; Elmer Puttman, of Un- 
iontown; L. H. Conger, of Akron, O.; 
J. J. Daugherty, of Pittsburgh, and 
W. L. Myers, of Philadelphia. 


All of these were spectators. 
Mr. 
Adams suffered severe injuries about 
the head and body. 


Hughes had run his car into the 
guard rail near the centre of the 
speedway 
during the sixty-second 
lap of the race because of engine 
trouble and had walked to the press 
stand when Galvin came tearing down 
the track. When almost opposite the 
stand Galvin seemed to lose control 
of his car, and it shot with lightning 
speed toward the stand which Hugh- 
es had'r'each-ed'scarcely a moment be- 
fore. 
Hughes saw his danger, but 
had no chance to escape, for he, with 
Galvin and Weigel, Galvin's mechani- 
cian, were instantly buried in 
the 
wreck. 


Persons on the stand were knock- 
ed down "by the impact, Smith being 
caught in the splintering 
timbers. 
When the men were picked up it was 
found that Hughes and Weigel had 
been instantly killed and Galvin so 
seriously injured that it was feared 
he could not survive.

Schwab'e Purchase of 
Properties 


Means Shorter Line 


WILL REDUCE COAL RATES 


This Would Mean Much to Bedford 


and Bedford County—Seems 


Certain. 


In connection with recent reports 
that the Pennsylvania Railroad is 
seeking an entrance to the Bethle- 
hem Steel Works and another outlet 
to New England through control of 
the Lehigh and New England Rail- 
road, great interest has been aroused 
by the rumor that negotiations are 
under way for the purchase of the 
Thomas Iron Company by the Penn- 
sylvania Steel Company, recently ac- 
quired by Charles M. Schwab. 
In this connection, the revival of 
talk regarding the untilization of the 
old South Penn Railroad, in South 
Central Pennsylvania, started away 
back in the eighties by the Vander- 
bilts, is interesting. 
It is reported 
that Mr. Schwab's plans for the de- 
velopment of his Bethlehem Steel 
properties will result in making the 
South Penn Railroad a new and more 
direct 
route for the 
Pennsylvania 
Railroad from New York and Phil- 
adelphia to Pittsburgh. This much 
shorter route would be meant prim- 
arily for a freight line but also would 
be available in fulfilling the Pennsyl- 
vania's dream for a shorter passeng- 
er route between Chicago and New 
York. This expansion program would 
also mean a new . complete cross- 
State line with the Bethlehem and 
Steelton and the Schwab plants is 
an advantageous position on it. 
The plan it is said, is only a part 


of a great scheme the Pennsylvania 
Railroad has for the building up of 
the old South Penn road, on which 
millions were spent, including the 
outlay for the piers in the river at 
Harrisburg. 
Tunnels were built 
along this "southern route," which 
cuts out the great grades of the main 
line to Pittsburgh and which incid- 
entally shortens the distance between 
Harrisburg and Pittsburgh by sev- 
enty miles. The line long has been 
looked upon by the Pennsylvania as 
the ideal freight way and the short 
cut between New York and Chicago. 


Color is also lent to the Pennsyl- 
vania's ultimate intention of opening 
up the South Penn Railroad by the 
purchase a year ago of the Susqueha- 
nna River & Western Railroad, run- 
ning from Duncannon to Bloomfield 
Junction, a distance of fourteen 
miles, and the Newport & Sherman 
Valley Railroad, which runs twenty- 
nine miles from Newport to New .Ger- 
mantown. 
If 
these recent purchases mean 
that the Perry County lines are to 
be utilized in connection with the 
Duncannon to New 'England route, 
and that the South Penn is to be op- 
ened, this line undoubtedly would be 
used for freight. If the South Penn 
i-oad is built the short stretch from 
Dry Run to Harrisburg would be 
completed. 
This would then open 


up the short line, low-grade road 
from Harrisburg to Pittsburgh. 


One other circumstance remains to 


add weight to this theory. This is that 
the Cumberland "Valley road, a sub- 
sidiary of the Pennsylvania, is now 
spending several millions here on the 
building of a new and wider bridge 
across the Susquehanna River.

Five Generations Present at Funeral 


Five generations were represented 


at the funeral of Mrs. Hannah Sophia 
Cook of Hyndman, who died Novem- 
ber 26, at the age of 90 years, 10 
months and nineteen days 


She was born in the town of Roig- 


heim, province of Wurtemburg, South 
ern Germany, January 7, 1826, and 
came to this country with her parents 
when about six years of age. Her 
husband John Cook, who died August

CHINA AND OPIUM 


That China is determined to stamp 


out the curse that has meant poverty 
an<l degradation to her people since 
foreigners first began the forcible 
importation of the drug is again evi- 
denced by the announcement in Chine 
se papers recently to hand that the 
Shanghai Opium Combine will be 
granted no extension of time to dis- 
pose of their stock. 
On March 31 


of next year their traffic must stop; 
and when the year ends, the contract 
made with England some ten years 
agq will also expire. 
China will be 


practically opium free. 


Much has been accomplished the 


past ten years by organized effort 
In weaning the people away from the 
drug. 
Propaganda and preaching, 


''buge bonfires with fitting ceremonies, 


local restriction have all done their 
part in weakening the hold of the 
habit on. the people. Five years ago, 
as Governor of Hupeh, Li Yuan-hung, 
now president of China, was active 
in the destruction of all opium in 
that province; and the opium fight- 
ers are now finding him ready to co- 
operate with them in seeing the work 
through. 


Anticipating the end of the opium 


connection with Great Britain next 
winter, the Chinese government re- 
cently" communicated With the Brit- 
ish minister at Peking requesting 
that V British envoy be deputed -to 
China ^to head an investigation into 
the work and- results of the opium 
suppression campaign in China. At 
the same time, circulars were sent 
to all the provinces preparing them 
for the impending complete extirpa- 
tion of the .opium traffic.as follows: 
(1) All the opium plantations in the 


, land shall be wiped out during a per- 


iod of three months,' from September 
to November'of this year; (2) The 
trade in opium shall be entirely stop- 
ped in a~ period of four months, from 
December of this year to March of 
the nest, year; and (&) 
The smok- 


ing of opium shall be entirely done 
away with in a period of three 
months, from March to June of next 
year. 
Bonfires" have been frequent 


since these orders went into effect, 
the Chihli Opium Prohibition Bureau 
at Kalgan making perhaps one of the 


v most spectacular affairs. 
A large 


quantity of opium was gathered to- 
gether with all the opium-smoking 
Instruments 
the officials could lay 


their hands on, invitations were is- 
sued, and a delegate from the Na- 
tional Opium Prohibition Union was 
requested to come as a witness. The 
, acting president, Mr. An Ming, re- 


sponded, and the ceremony proceeded 
in due and" thorough order, lasting 
from eight in the morning to one in 
the afternoon, with the civil governor 
of Chihli, the military governor of 
Kalgan, the police authorities, 
citizens from all neighboring sections 
an enthusiastic audience. This is 


i typical of scenes being enacted in 
•"many parts of China. 
~' 
The Shanghai Opium Combine 


is the only legal surviving distribu- 
tors of opium, having secured a lic- 
ense to carry on their traffic until 
March 31, 1917, In the provinces of 
Kwangtung, Klangsu and Klangsi. To 
their bribe of $16,000,000 for the 
privilege of an extension, to their 
threat of witholding their extra duty 
of $1,750 per case, the Chinese gov- 
ernment has lent a deaf ear. 
The 


opium traffic must go, and as quick- 
ly as opssible. 
The threat of the 


Combine to stop "the payment of the 
additional duty, even if it is carried 
out—which is unlikely—would only 
mean a loss to the government of 
something like $5,000,000. Accord- 
ing to trustworthy information, the 
Combine can sell between now and 
the 31st of March, 1917, three 
thousand cases at a valuation of 
$5,000 per case, which would give 
the government a revenue of $5,000,- 
000, a small sacrifice where the phy- 
sical and moral welfare of the coun- 
try are at stake. And President Li 
and his cabinet have lost no time in 


• declaring that there shall be no com- 


promise.
